Still his mind was perfectly logical—his style pure, unaffected, 
and classic. Of him may it be said, as was said of one greater than 
him, that his statement of a case was worth another man’s argu- 
ment. 1115 method was singularly clear; he rarely indulged him- 
self in episodes; ever he kept close to his subject; never was he 
carried away by those sudden impulses, the intensity of whose 
glory seems to raise man above himself. 

Considered as an advocate, simply, he was certainly not the 
first of his class. He had not that power of subtle analysis which 
could detect in the longest statement, the most complex narration, 
the element of falsehood, or taint of exaggeration. In this respect 
he did not equal many of his contemporaries. 

He was, beyond doubt, a deeply read and deeply thinking 
lawyer ; and this, together with the notorious integrity of his,cha- 
racter, and the unvarying steadiness of his character, obtained for 


him the high reputation it was his fate to enjoy. 

Parliament, it has been often said, is strewed with the wrecks 
of eminent lawyers. But never more than in Parliament did Sir 
William Follett shine. He appeared to realise every wish of that 
most vexatious of congresses. He hit them between wind and 
water. Never wearied them with prosy argumentation, nor dis- 
gusted them with superficial flourish. He was one of the very 
ablest parliamentary speakers of the day, far superior to the Pre- 
mier in depth, tact, and management, with all the Premier’s good 


qualities. 
Indeed, Sir William Follett is a loss, and a loss not easily to be 


replaced. 

Last Monday the important case of the Rev. Fred. Oakeley 
came on for judgment at the Arches Court. The court was 
crowded by anxious auditors. ‘The Dean of Chichester sat near 
Sir John Dodson, her Majesty’s advocate, and many eminent 
members of the Roman Catholic Church were present. 

The question was brought under the jurisdiction of the court 
by letters of request from the Bishop of London, conformably 
with the Church Discipline Act, ‘The charge against Mr. Oake- 
ley was simply his publishing one or more tracts, containing ex- 
pressions which raised the opinion, he was shrinking from the 
Thirty-nine Articies as they appear in our Prayer Book. 

Mr. Oakeley did not plead to the allegations, and Sir Herbert 
Jenner Fust, after a very elaborate judgment, revoked Mr. Oake- 
ley’s licence as minister of St. Margaret's Chapel, and inhibited 
him from performing ministerial duties there, or elsewhere 
within the province of Canterbury, until his renunciation of “ his 
present heresies and errors,”

The present plan 
which required that two householders should sign an information before a 
house in which gambling was suspected to be carried on could be entered would 
be abolished, and placea in the hands of a superintendent of police, who would 
have to make a statement tothe commis-ioners to that effect, who would use 
their discretion as to whether the house should be entered or not by the police, 
and that wherever dice and other implements of gambling were found, they 
Should be taken as a suilicient evidence tnat gambling was carried on, though the 

ersons found in the house might not be actually engaged in “ play 3”? and that 

iliard-rooms, in which gambling was frequently carried on, should be licensed 
by the magistrates in the same way as other places of entertainment. With re- 
spect to wagers, by the law as it now stood, wagers were recoverable by law, ex- 
cept in certain instances. Ifthe bet dd not exceed 10/. it was a legal wager, but 
if it exceeded that amount it was illegal. The Bill proposed that no bet what- 
ever should be recoverable before any court of law, putting bets entire ly out of 
the pro.ection of the law. In cases where money was lost by cheating, the party 
guilty of the Ce ለች should be an object of punishment. ‘These were the chief 
provisions of the Bill. Aftera few words from Lord CAMPBELL, Lord BrouGuaM, 
and the Lorn CHANCELLOR, the Bill was read a second time.

The ship, which was considered a 
fine vessel, was commanded by Cap‘ain Holloway. She had taken in ber cargo, 
preparatory to her return across the Atlantic to siverpool, consisting of between 
500 and 60ህ bales of cotton, and abo it 70 bags of Para mats. She had everything 
on board for the voyage, and several passengers, and was waiting at anchor in 
Maranham Harbour, ready to set sail at a moment's notice, when suddenly, at 
about three o’clock inthe morning of the above-mentioned day, the sh'p's com- 
pany were startled by the cres of * Fire.” On proceeding on deck, the fire was 
discovered to be amongst the cotton, and obtaining a powerful hold of the huil 
of the ship, Water was thrown down the hatchways in copious quantities, in the 
hopes of arresting the destructive element, but every exertion failed, and before 
daybreak the flames had extended to the rigging, and she was in «ne immense 
blaze. All the crew ant Passengers sared thems lves by taking to the boats, but 
were unable to save any part of their clothes, ዴር. ‘I'he ship burnt for several 
hours, and was totall; consumed. As to the cause, there cannot be a doubt but 
that it originated from spontaneous ignition among the cotton. Her loss, with 
cargo, is reported to be 10,0002.

| 
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INDIA AND CHINA. 


By the overland mail, we have intelligence from Bombay of the 20th May, and 
from China of the 16th March. The information conveyed to us by this arrival 
is interesting, but not important. 

ScINDE. — Our news from Scinde is scarcely of later date, but it is somewhat 
more minute in its details than that contained in our last issue. The insecurity 
of the frontier, notwithstanding the results of the recent expedition, so stoutly 
denied in the public manifes:oes —so obviously admitted in the general orders 
ordaining a cordon of outposts from Larkhana to Shapoor—has not been long of 
showing itself. Islam Khan, who had made his escape when the bulk of his pre- 
datory brethren surrendered themselves, has been sweeping the country and 
driving every moveable thing before him as of yore. Luckily he, on this occa- 
sion, met his match. The Murree tribe, whose friendship to us since 1840 made 
them te considered the natural enemies of the Bhoogties, were selected as his 
first victims.

JELLALABAD.—While Mahomed Ukhbar Khan had gone across the river to- 
wards the frontier fort of Chogullerai, at the foot of the Kafir mountains, which 
form the northern boundary of the valley of Nungnuhur, his brother, Sirdar 
Ghoolam Hyder Khan, was engaged in similar pursuits in the neighbourhood of 
Koshna; and Saadut Khan, the deposed governor of Lallpoora, iad proceeded 
to Kabool, to endeavour to make his peace with the Ameer, He succeeded, to a 
certain extent, and obtained letters recommending him to the consideration of 
the Lief but whether the latter will reinstate him in his government is still 
a question. 

AHORE.— The last intelligence we gave from Lahore was to the effect that 
Rajah Goolab Singh had been publicly received and made his obeisance at the 
durbar. Since then nothing of any striking character has eccurred, but what 
might be expected from the state of the respective pariies, and from the 
supremacy which the one might, by the effects of the darkest intrigues, one day 
gain over the other, only to be subverted the next. Juwaheer Singh and his 
adherents, Bukshee Buggut Ram, Dewan Deena Nath, Rajah Lall Sing, and 
others, have been doing their best to influence the Ranee, and induce her to use 
violence towards Rajah Goolab Singh, while the Ranee, though listening occa- 
sionally to her brother, backed as he is for the nonce by the most influential 
chiefs, is anxious to prevent any harm being done to the Rajah, ostensibly sup- 
pra as he is by the army, who had, however, only espoused his cause because 

e had giren them money and promised them more. But the moment he evinced 
an inclination to avoid the fulfilment of these promises, an evident change crept 
over the feelings of the troops, and they declared they did not care who was 
appointed Wuzeer, so long es the chief nominated to that responsible post be- 
stowed on them the gratuities which they had been led to hope for fiom Rajah 
Goolab Singh. An agreement has, to appearance (its finality we much doubt), 
becn entered on between the Rajah and the Ranee, to the effect that the former 
is to pay the sum of #4 lakhs (840,000/.), and was concluded by the Rajah on his 
demand that certain deductious which he pointed out should be made. The 
above-named sum was claimed by the government on the following accounts, 
viz. 31 lakhs as the amount of Rajah Suchet Singh’s estate, 42 lakhs on account 
of the estate of Rajah Heera Singh, and 11 lakhs as a fealty fee to the Sovereign, 
and a fine for the death of Futteh Singh Man. The sums which the Rajah 
claimed to be deducted were 15 lakhs of rupees of Suchet Singh's, deposited in 
the British Treasury at Ferozepoor, which he maintained ought now to be 
claimed as part of the Rajah Suchet Singh’s estate by the Government from the 
British, and certain sums which he had advanced to the soldiery and already 
paid to the Government. These deductions were allowed, and it was settled 
that the balance, 27 lakhs, should be paid by the Rajah in four months by four 
instalments. Itis stated that the Sikh durbar hare addressed a demand to the 
British authorities for the surrender of the 18 lakhs above alluded to, and the 
discovery of which at Ferozepore was mentioned last year, warning them that 
the troops had declared their intention of proceeding to the forcible seizing of 
that sum, if it were not given up; assuring them, at the same time, that much as 
such a measure would be regretted, such was the state of the troops that they 
were altogether beyond the control of the Government. 

SoUTHERN MAHRATTA COUNTRY. — The troops having nearly all been with- 
drawn, and the troubles, for a time at least, ceased in the Southern Mahratta 
country—Kolapore and Sawunt Warree—and a few military movements are all 
we require to chronicle. The second wing of her Majesty's 24 Queen’s Royals 
have returned to Bombay, so we have the whole regiment at present in Colabah. 
Her Majesty's 22d marched from Kolapore for Poouah on the lth of April. Sir 
Charles Napier, it is said, desires their services in Scinde after the rains. The 
Bombay European Foot Artillery went into cautonments at Kolapore on the 2ist. 
The ofticers are busy constructing domiciles for themselves. The Sappers and 
Miners now at the Ramghaut are ordered to Kolapore to assist in the erections 
now in progress. ‘The whole of the 2151 N.I. have returned to the presidency 
from Sawunt Warree. Col. Wallace's court-martial has closed. Sentence — 
Suspension for six months from pay and allowances. 


The Overland Mail arrived at Marseilles has transmitted to England the fol- 
lowing intelligence: — 

The letters from Calcutta come down to the 13th of May, from which we learn 
that on the 9th a destructive fire broke out in the office buildings of Messrs, 
Macvicar, Smith, and Co., which, with all they contained, were entirely de- 
stroyed, books, papers, and all. The fire soon se zed the premises of Messrs. 
Sewers and Co., adjoining, which quickly shared the same fate ; here, fortunately, 
a portion of the books, property, &c. was saved. Messrs. Kilby and Co. also 
were sufferers, but principally in household furniture. How the fire originated 
was not known. The loss of Macvicar, Smith, and Co. is estimated at about 23 
lakhs of rupees. ‘Ihe total loss of all, including the bvildings, is estimated at 
about 5 or 6 lakhs. Such a fire, it is believed, has not occurred in Calcutta since 
it was taken by Surg oo-dowlah in 1756. z

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FOREIGN INTELLICENOR. 

The “ Journal des Debats ” of Sunday informs us that a petition praying for 
the abolition of imprisonment for debt wiil be discussed by the French Chamber 
of Deputies before the clcse of the present session. Our Paris contemporary 
has a long article pointing out the evils of the law, and strongly urging i.s abos 
lition ; but there is of course very little chance of this being done by the Chamber 
of Deputies this year, for the sittings have already become almost matters of 
form, and the attendance of deputies gets every day thinner and th'nner. The 
** Debats ” calls the law barbarous in principle and ruinous in execution, both to 
debtor and creditor. It eertainly is at variance with the many liberal institutions 
which have been introduced into France ; and it is highly aiscreditable for the 
French to imprison aman for five years for debt unconnected with fraud, or even 
imprudence; whilst in Russia imprisonment for debt does not exist, and in Tur- 
key it can never exceed a month. 

SWITZERLAND.—A Geneva journal states that the instructions given by the 
different cantons to the deputies for the approaching diet are much more explicit 
on the question of the Jesuits than those for the last diet. Itis already known, 
says this journal, that ten states and two half-states will vote for their expulsion 
by any means necessary to attaim that end. St. Gall will give no instructions 
on this point, but it is supposed that if Geneva should declare for the expulsion, 
there would be no d: ubt of a majority. 

The “ Moniteur Algerien `” of the 20th informs us that his Royal Highness the 
Duke of Montpensier embarked at Algiers on the preceding day in the Gomer 
steam-frigate, for the Levant. 

MADRID.—A meeting has been held by 32 deputies at the house of M. Pacheco, 
to discuss the question of the marriage of the Queen. The assembly, it appears, 
was uuanimous in rejecting the pretensions to the hand of her Majesty of the 
Prince of the Asturias and of Count Trapani, but as it was generally admitted 
that the initiative in such a measure belonged by right to Queen Isabella, all 
discussion on the subject was deemed inopportune and premature.

DEATH OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 


On Saturday Sir William Follett passed a very restless night; in the morning 
he was delirious ; and in that state he continued till three o’clock in the after- 
nonn, when he expired. ‘Ihere were present at his death, Lady Follett, Sir 
William’s three brothers, Dr. Bright, Mrs. Bright (Sir William Follett’s sister), 
several members of the family of Mr. Pennell (at whose house in Cumberland 
Terrace, Regent’s Park, the deceased had been staying for the benefit of pure 
air), The bar thus loses one of its brightest ornaments, and her Majesty is de- 
prived of the assistance of a Crown officer whose talents and attainments were, 
perhaps, never surpassed, and whose personal character was without a blemish. 

Sir William had not quite attained his 47th year. He was the eldest surviving 
son of Benjamin Follett, Esq., of Topsham, near Exeter, by his wife, the daugh- 
ter of John Webb, Esq., of Kinsale, in Ireland. In early life Mr. Follett was a 
captain in the 13th foot. On leaving the army he embarked in commercial pur- 
suits at Topsham, near Exeter, where Sir William was born on 2d of December, 
1798. Having received the rudiments of education, he was sent to Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he (1008 the degrees of B.A. in 1818, and M.A. in 1821, 
and having been called to the bar,and given unequivocal indication of those bril- 
liant talents and acquirements which distinguished him in the earliest stages of 
his career, was chosen one of the standing counsel for the university. In 1830, 
he married Jane Mary, the eldest daughter of the late Sir Ambrose Harding 
Giffard, chief justice of Ceslon, whom he now leaves a widow, with two daugh- 
ters and four sons, the youngest only thirteen months old. | : 

Sir William’s politics were Conservative, but his entrance upon political life 
did not take place until 1832, when he stood cardidate for the representation of 
the city of Exeter, in conjunction with Mr. Buller and Mr. Divett, and though 
he did not succeed in his immediate object, he laid the foundation of success in 
1835, when he was returned at the head of the poll, the respective numbers of 
the three candidates standing thus:— Follett, 1302; Divett (Whig Radical), 
1192; Lord Lovaine (Conservative), 1119, 7 i ; 

In Novemuer, 1834, on Sir Robert Peel 8 first accession to place as Prime 
Minister, Mr. Follett was appointed Solicitor-General, and resigned that post in 
April 1835 when Sir Robert Peel retired from office. | In the same year he re- 
ceived the honour of knighthood from the hands of King William IV. On Sir 
Robert Peel's resumption of the office of Prime Minister, Sir William was again 
appointed Solicitor-General. On Sir F. Pollock's elevation as Chief Baron, in 
April 1844, the hon. and learned gentleman succeeded him as Attorney-General. 
Having by this promotion vacated his seat for Exeter, Sir William’s re-election 
was opposed by Major-General Briggs, who, however, was most signally defeated, 
ከ6 having polled only 529 votes to Sir William’s 1293. The representation of 
Exeter is, of course, again vacant. A 

His constitution was unequal to the heavy calls made u on it by his extensive 

ractice. So ezrly as 1824 his health gave way. He then left London awhile for 
Pelaxation, and recovered strength so as to be enabled to return to professional 
duties in the latter part of 1825. In subsequent years he had repeated attacks of 
jllness, and took the advice of his medical attendants to abstain from his ex- 
hausting mental and bodily labours; but honourable ambition pointed to the 
road to fortune, and it was natural that one so young, so highly endowed, so 
eminently successful, should be desirous of pursuing it.

EXHIBITION IN WESTMINSTER HALL. 


The exhibition of works of art, sent in pursuance of the notices 
the Commissioners on the Fine Arts in March and July last, was on Monday 
Opened to the public. The commissioners at that time, with the sanction of the 

reasury, resolved that six arched compartments in the new House of Lords 
should be decorated with fresco paintings, the subjects of the paintings being il- 
lustrative of the functions of the House of Lords, and of the relation in which it 
stands to the Sovereign. Three of these subjects were to be personifications or 
abstract representations of “ Religion,” “ Justice,” and “ The Spirit of Chi- 
valry ነ ”” andthe three remaining subjects, “ The Baptism of Ethelbert,” ‘* Prince 
Henry, afterwards Henry V., acknowledging the authority of Chief Justice Gas- 
coigne ;” and “ Edward the Black Prince receiving the Order of the Garter 
from Edward 111.” These three last subjects were intended, to use the words 
of the official notice, “ to express the relation of the Sovercign to the Church, to 
the Law, and, as the fountain of honour, to the State.” With this view the 
commissioned six artists, selected from among the last exhibitors in Westmin- 
ster Hall, to prepare cartoons, coloured sketches, and specimens of fresco paint- 
ing for the subjects above mentioned ; but the commissioners, not binding them- 
telves to employ those identical artists on the fresco paintings, and being de. 
sirous of giving a further opportunity to artists generally to exhibit specimens of 
their ability in cartoon drawing and fresco painting, offered the above subjects 
for general competition, with premiums of 200/. each for the three best. 

The result of this notification is the present exhibition, which, we think, will 
be admitted to be superior, generally, to any hitherto opened in Westminster 
Hall. Only thirty-eight cartoons are exhibited, but as each artist was required 
to contribute a coloured sketch, as well as a specimen of fresco painting, the 
walls of the ample hall appear pretty well covered. As we have observed, the 
specimens of cartoons, and of frescoes especially, are superior to those which 
hung last year on the walls. The first display a greater freedom of design, 
more variety of style, and effects more approaching to completeness ; and the 
last evince increased success in the management of the ma erial. In the centre 
of the hall are placed a few pieces of sculpture, sent in by permission of the com- 
missioners, in consequence of applications from sculptors. They are placed on 
a double row of pedestals, extendin lengthways through the centre of the hall, 
and covered with crimson cloth. The effect on የሚ 1 is exceedingly agree- 
able, and never do we recollect seeing sculpture displayed to such advantage in 
ao public exhibition in London. 

he premiums have been awarded to the following gentlemen: - Mr. J. N. 
Paton, for a cartoon of “ The Spirit of Religion ;'” Mr. E. Armitage, for one of 
the same subject ; and Mr. J. Tenniel, jun., for a cartoon representing ** Justice.” 
These are all finely conceived allegorical compositions. The first is most ela- 
borately finished, the second is distinguished by simplicity and power, and the 
last by grace. In making their award, the commissioners have looked princi- 
pally tothe amount of inventive genius displayed in the compositions sent in 
competition ; and though their decision may be cavilled at by some, it must be 
admitted that the principle they have kept in view is, in regard to compositions of 
this size and character, the correct one. 

Among the other works, the composition by Mr. Maclise will be sure to at- 
tract considerable notice, in consequence of the vigour and energy it displays. It 
is an attempt to pourtray the Spirit of Chivalry. Considered as a specimen of the 
manipulation of black and white chalk, it is certainly a remarkable production; 
but it has the fault, too often observable in the productions of this clever artist, 
of over-crowded composition. His fresco copy of a portion of the cartoon is 
masterly and cleaner in its tints than most of those exhibited. The Messrs, 
Foggo have a cartoon representing “ Chivalry, under the inspiration of Religion, 
preserving the Throne from Anarchy and Infidelity;’’ an effective and simple 
composiuon, but rather hard and stiff in design, and somewhat exaggerated in 
expression. Mr. Cope exhibits a cartoon, representing ‘ Edward the Black 
Prince receiving the Grier of the Garter from Fdward:lll.,”” which we fancy will 
hardly fulfil the expectations of those who remember his composition, entitled 
“ Trial by Jury,” in the first exhibition inthe hall. In inventive power, it cer- 
tainly is not to be compared to that admirable cartoon. Mr. Redgrave has a re- 
presentation of * Prince Henry (afterwards Henry V.) acknowledging the au- 
thority of Chief Justice Gascoigne.” This fresco painting is a full-length figure 
of the chief justice, and it is, we believe, with one exception, the only entire 
figure which has yet been exhibited in fresco. It is very cleverly executed. Mr. 
Dyce has sent a representation of “ The Baptism of Ethelbert,” a very graceful 
composition. Indeed, almost every one of the artists who have entered the 
present competition have acquitted themselves with great credit, and the result 
of their exertions, as exhibited on the walls of Westminster Hall, does honour 10 
our national school of art. 

The specimens of sculpture are twenty-nine in number. They are ranged 
through the centre of the hall, andare exposed to so fine alight as to show them 
to the very best advantage. Some of these works are exceedingly clever. A 
group, called “* The Afflicted Mother,” by J. E. Thomas, is finely conceived, and 
as full of feeling as of masterly modelling. There is an admirable statue of 
Shakspeare, by J. Bell, in which the character of the poet and dramatist is beau- 
(11.17 developed. The attitude is simple, dignified, and expressive, and the 
whole has a broad and grand effect. A female figure, representing ‘ Flora scat- 
tering flowers,” by F. Thrupp, is a spirited and life-like representation of the 
goddess. ‘ Love Triumphant,” ከሃ P. M‘Dowell, a group consisting of a youth 
and a female bearing the God of Love in their upraiseé arms, is remarkable for 
its grace and unaffected character. A beautiful figure of “ A Girl reading,” by 
the same sculptor, will also be sure to attract attention. It is full of sweztuess. 
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THE GREAT FIRE AT QUEBEC. 


We extract from the ** Montreal Herald” some additional particulars of the 
late conflagration :—* The whole time of the conflagration was but 12 hours, and 
it was only prevented from sweeping the Lower Town at the eastern base of the 
cliff, and with it an immense amount of shipping at the wharves, by the mayor 
consenting to allow the artillery to blow down the houses standing in its way. 
The tide being at ebp, there is not a question that many ships would have gone 
to feed the devouring flames, unless this expedient had been resorted to, and at a 
fortunate place for executing it. A book might be filled with all that is said of 
individual acts of heroism, and of harrowing spectacles of suffering. You may 
imagine what the latter must ‘have been when 1 tell you that of seven charred 
carcases which I have seen, two were those of a woman and an infant at her 
breast; three of the others were of little children. It is my impression that 
many children must have perished, so sudden was the progress of the fire, and 
judging also from the fact, that the streets being in several cases on fire at the 
two ends, no possible avenue of escape was open. One gentleman mentioned to 
me that he saw a child at the corner of a street, whom six mothers came forward 
to claim before the true one was found. Froin the Quebec papers we select the 
following :—One assertion we may safely make, that the amount of property lost 
is not so far magnified, and the sacrifice of human life is underrated. The total 
loss has been’computed with the utmost nicety possible, and found to be between 
1,000,000. and 1,500,000ያ , or. in dollars, from 4,000,000 to 6 000,000: the loss of 
11፡6 cannot be estimated. We hear of many private interments of the remains 
found by supposed relatives, and it is asserted that about 40 victims of the confla- 
gration have so far been inhumed, that many, very many will never be disco- 
vered. This statement we fully credit, from our own observations, as the first 
sufferers fled towards town, and, from the irregular and distant outbreaks of the 
fire from its origin, they could not have retraced their way, avd must have pe- 
rished, encompassed by the flames, which from moment to moment narrowed 
the limits of apparent safety around them. We have abundant evidence, from 
eye-witnesses, of women, children, and aged persons having perished, who, but 
the moment prior to their death, fancied themselves safe; so quickly and insi- 
diously did the fire pursue its devastating progress. The scene of desolation 
and despair it is beyond human power to describe. Baffled by the sudden and 
unlooked for directions the fire took, the unfortunate refugees!yielded themselves 
up to apathetic despair. From street to street they wended their melancholy 
way, laden with their children, and the most precious of their household goods ; 
but still the insatiate cause of their misfortune traced their path with unrelent- 
ing fury. In the greater number of instances the inmates of dwellings barely 
escaped with their lives. and many of these were severely burnt, so sudden was 
the on-coming of the flames. Towards {the afternoon a panic seems to have 
seized the inhabitants of the ‘burnt ‘and burning district, and from extreme ac- 
tivity a perfect apathy succeed -d—they knew not whither to fly, nor what to do. 
The blocked streets were in a blaze as they sped through them—furniture took 
fire in carts or caleches, as it was hurried off—and the heat and dense volumes of 
smoke, which ever and anon swept athwart the suburbs—enervated the active, 
and paralysed the exertions of these even disinterested. None were safe. From 
moment to moment the risk of escape with life increased, owing to the sudden 
and unanticipated outbreak of fire at a distance from that at the crisis of confla- 
gration. For jseveral hours all communication between the suburbs and the 
Upper Town was cut off, save by the round-a-way (of a mile and a haif ) of Sau- 
vageau's Hill. Women, children, nay, even men, sat weeping by the road-side, 
bereft of their little property, and beggared by the destruction of the fruits of 
their economy and the investment of their saviugs. Many knelt in prayer to the 
Great Disposer of events, seeking his protection and succour, and as the clergy 


passed, Jrows of humbled and desolate beings fell at their feet, craving their 
blessing. 
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TOTAL LOSS OF A SHIP BY FIRE. 

The following are copies of the letters from Lloyd’s agents :— 

“ Portsmouth, June 30. 

“ The Duke of Argyle, Bristow, arrived off this port, reports that on the 26th 
inst., at 11 P.M., in lat. 47 28, long. 16 12, discovered a light on the larboard bow. 
At 11 30 made it out to be a ship on fire—up foresail and stood towardsit. At 
midnight hove to with head to the southward, about 13 mile te windward of the 
wreck, showing lanterns fore and aft, and burning blue lights every quarter ofan 
hour. ለ13 A.M , passed under the lee of the ship on fire, at about two cables’ 
length distance, but saw nothing but the figure head standing, apparently a bust ; 
she was lying head to wind, and was burnt to the water’s edge. At daylight bore 
away under easy sail, in hopes of falling in with the boats, if any had left her; at 
5 15 A.M. she entirely disappeared.” 

“ Dartmouth, June 30. 

“ The Herald, Warren, arrived off this port on the 27th inst., at midnight, fell 
in with a vessel on fire, and on going near her at daybreak, found her, by appear. 
ance, a barque laden with cotton; she was nearly burnt to the water’s edge, but 
the fire was still raging fiercely ; ran from her under easy sail, but could see

REMEDIES FOR THE PREVAILING DISTEMPER AMONG CAaTTLE.—An old farmer 
says that he lost several cattle before adopting the following method, but since, 
every one recovers that is attacked :—“ As soon as the distemper appears, sepa- 
rate the sound cattle from those affected; neither let hay, litter, nor vessels used 
by the sick come near the sound cattle; also keep them away from the dung of 
the sick; give the sick cows warm water to drink, with a very little ammonia, 
and a handful or two of salt in it; let them have plenty of air and exercise, but 
don't allow them to stand in a draft or current of air; it will be all the better if 
tar is put in their shippon ነ they must have no gruel or soft hay ; good wiry hay 
is best as food for them; and an occasional mash ; they must have no clothes on. 
If the hoofs are bad, dress them with rectified spirits of tar. By timely attention 
to the above plan of treatment, no cattle need be lost.—Sosshire Advertiser.

Tse GRINSDALE MURDERS. — The investigation into the circumstances con- 
nected with this horrible case of dcuble murder, by the poisoning of his father 
and wife, by John Graham of Kirkandrews, near Carlisle, yeoman; was brought 
to a close on Tuesday last, after a long inquiry, and no less than nine 8(ህ09፻ከ 
ments. After having returned a verdict of ** Wilful murder against Graham for 
administering poison to his wife,” the inquiry as to the death of Mr. John Gra? 
ham, of Grinsdale, the father of the prisoner, was resumed, and occupied the re- 
mainder of Thursday and part of Friday week. Satisfactory evidence had pre~- 
viously been received that the poor man’s death had been accomplished by 
poison ; and on this occasion, Mr. Walker Swan, chemist of Newcastle, deposed 
that he had sold arsenic to a person resembling the prisoner, but he would like 
him to be seen by his son, who was in the shop at the time. The inquest was 
again adjourned until Tuesday last, when Mr. Swan, jun., stated that he be- 
lieved the prisoner to be the person who purchased the poison. After hearing 
other evidence, the jury found, “ That the deceased died from the effects of poi- 
son, but by whom administered there was not evidence to show.” He was then 
committed for trial at the ensuing Carlisle assizes on the former verdict. 

MURDER NEAR Lincoun.—On Tuesday last, Willam Harrison, a labouring man 
inthe employ of Mr. Healand, a farmer residing in Skellingthorpe, a village 
about three miles from Liscoln, went into his master’s stables between seveit 
and eight o'clock, and found another of Mr. Headland’s labourers, of the name of 
Wm. Parkes, lying in a pool of blood, and his face downwards. Harrison asked 
Parkes whether the horse had kicked him, and the poor fellow, who was quite 
sensible, replied, “ No, but William Graham knocked me down with a hoe.’ 
The jury returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder against Graham,” who, however, 
was committed to the Castle on the day previous by a magistrate. ነ 

FATAL ACCIDENT OFF BATTERSEA.—On Monday morning an inquiry, which 
stood adjourned from last week, was concluded at the Red House, Battersea, bez 
fore Mr, Carter, relative to the récent steam-boat collision off that place, by which 
Mr. Joseph Cooper, a fine young manand member of the Nautilus Club, lost his 
life. From the evidence, which was of a very conflicting nature, as many as 
fourteen or fifteen witnesses being examined, it appeared that on Monday last, 
about half past six o’clock in the evening, the Matrimony iron steam-boat was 
proceeding towards Chelsea on the Surrey side of the river, near the Red House, 
when in making for the new pier off the British Flag tavern, a light wager boat, 
containing the deceased and another gentleman belonging? to the same club, 
shot out from the shore, a parently for the purpose of clearing the pier before 
the steamer came up. The captain had noticed the boat previously, but lost 
sight of it in a few minutes behind a dredging machine, when it again shot out 
right in the way of the steamer. The engines were promptly stopped, but un-

INPANTICIDE AT GREENWICH. — On Saturday, an inquest was held, before Mr. 
C.J. Carttar, at the Telegraph public-housc, Maidenstone Hill, Greenwich, 
on the body of the illegitimate child of Mary Anne Eager, aged twenty, the 
daughter of a gardener living near the “ Cavern,” Blackheath Hill, which was 
found in her bed-room, with its throat cut in a most shocking manner. Mary 
White, residing next door, deposed that she was called in by deceased's grand» 
mother, who said that Mary Ann had given birth to a child. ` She went upstairs, 
and saw the infant lying in a pool of blood, with a large wound in its throat. 
Witness went into the front room, and saw Eager sitting on the bed very ill, 
She spoke to her, but received no answer. Mr. Hatch, a surgeon, said he exa 
amined the child, and found an incised wound four inches loug on the neck. On 
looking about, he found a pair of round pointed scissors, stained with blood, on 
the floor. Witness then went into the adjoining room, and examined the young 
woman, who he found had recently given birth to an infant. It was a fine, full- 
time child, and the lungs fully inflated. The deed had, no doubt, been done 
with a blunt instrument, and much force used, the wounds being haggled or 
jagged. Mr. Oak Mitchell, surgeon, corroborated last witness's statement, and 
said the child must have been born alive. Amelia Eager, the mother of tha 
wretched young woman, stated that on Thursday her daughter came down 
stairs to tea, but went up again without taking any; she looked wild, and witness 
followed her upstairs, and discovered what hud occurred. Her daughter did not 
deny having given birth tothe child. She was not aware of her being pregnant, 
and had been upstairs with her only about a quarter of an hour before the dis- 
covery. In answer to the coroner, the surgeon said that the young woman was 
too ill to be removed, and the inquest was adjourned. It is currently reported 
that a young tradesman, who had seduced the young woman under a promise of 
marriage, has since married another woman in the neighbourhood, 

FALL or Two Hovses.—On Sunday morning, shortly before three o'clock, 
two houses fell in Wellclose Square with a tremendous crash. It appears that, 
in consequence of a variety of alterations recently made in the building occupied 
by Mr. Boatswain Smith, and fitted up as a mariners’ meeting-house for divine 
worship, the general structure of the building has recently been found to have 
been greatly weakened, and symptoms of its eventual fall Manifested themselves 
most decidedly during the whole of Saturday last. The house adjo'ning, known 
as the Prince of Denmark public-house, in the occupation of Mr. David Collias, 
also exhibited similar indications, and on Saturda morning a portion of one of 
the walls gave way in such a manner that the landlord was compelled to have it 
shored up. Information of the insecure state of the building was, in the after- 
noon of the same day, sent to the district surveyor. The walls continued totter- 
ing up to the time the landlord closed his house, and indeed so fearful were the 
inmates that their houses would fall about their ears, that they determined notto 
go to bed, hence no life was lost.

and, the advertisement calling the{court, He subsequently read the minutes of 
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the last half-yearly court, which were confirmed. He then read the minutes of 
the last special court, at which the election of inmates tock place. 

After reading the report, and various suggestions from members for the im- 
provement of the institution, the court broke up. 

The thirty-ninth anniversary festival of this excellent institution tcok place on 
Wednesday at White Conduit Tavern, Pentonville, Harvey Combe, Esq., the 
eminent brewer, in the chair. The attendance of the subscribers, patrons, and 
friends of the institution, of both sexes, was most numerous and respectable, 
making an aggregate of nearly 1800, all of whom were admirably accommodated 
by the proprietor of this ancient “conduit ” for charity, who, in addition to the 
immediate house accommodation, afforded the still more pleasing resource at 
this season of the year of an extensive marquee over the gardens, under which a 
large portion of the company were i-dulged with the double delight of social en- 
joyment and rural felicity. In fact the whole affair was highly creditable to this 
body of citizens, who seein to have belonging to them a principle of adhesion for 
useful and benevolent purposes that is not generally found amongst other sepa- 
rate classes in the metropolis. The dinner was at an early hour, and, a!though 
necessarily cold, was excellent in quality and abundant in quantity, as, indeed, 
were also all the necessaries. The customary toasts complimenting ro alty and 
the national character having been disposed of with general applause, the chair- 
man proposed the toast to celebrate which they had assembled — Success and 
Prosperity to the Licensed Victuallers’ School.” The toast was, of course, re- 
ceived with universal acclamation, after which the health of the chairman and 
several other toasts succeeded, which were similarly responded to, and the chil- 
dren of the schoo!s, numbering about 150 male and female, having been intro- 
duced and received by the company with the affection which their condition, re- 
spectable appearance, and demeanour necessarily inspired, the party broke up 
after a day of very delightful enjoyment. There is a peculiarly pleasing feature 
in the character of the dress of the children of these schools. When they go 
abroad amongst their friends or strangers, they cannot be recognised by their 
dress as charity children, and this is no small consideration with the youthful 
mind in upholding self-respect through after-life.

This spirited Illustration of a stirring episode in the History of Early English Chivalry 
is finely contrasted with the Battle of Waterloo, and will afford admirable instances of 
the mode of ancient and modern warfare. The account is taken from a MS. in the Cot- 
tonian collection in the British Museum. 

In 1414 the Earl of Warwick was in an embassy from the English court to the council 
of Constance. There he tilted before the Emperor Sizismond and his Empress. A cer- 
tain German nobleman challenged him to the outrance for his lady's sake. The German 
was slain in the unequal trial. The Empress was so struck with Warwick's prowess 
that she took the cognisance of his house, the bear and ragged staff, from the shoulder of 
one of his retainers, and placed it on her own. Warwick, with refined gallantry, sent 
her the next day the same device richly wrought in pearl. He was next appointed Cap- 
tain of Calais, made his entry into that fortress in solemn procession, and, true to his 
chivalric notions, proclaimed a festival of arms. On the appointed day he repaired to the 
field in a sort of assumed incognito, in imitation of the unknown knights of the old ro- 
mances. Three French knights in the same spirit accepted his challenge. ‘The first day 
the Earl of Warwick entered the list in complete armour, his helmet surmounted by a 
panache of ostrich feathers, his shield, and the bases of his horse decorated with the coat 
of his ancestor, the Lord Toney. He was encountered by one of the French knights, 
who called himself the Chevalier Rouge, whom at the third course he bore out of his 
saddle, and unhorsed. He then sent him a destrier, or warehorse, as a gift. The next 
day, with a chaplet of gold upon his helm, wearing the aims of Hanslap, he was met by 
Te Chevalier B anc, to whom he gave proof of his prowe: g, smote o 6 visor, pierced 
his armour, and dismounted him. , He sent him also a courser. 

‘The next day he àp eared as the Earl of Warwick, quartering Beauchamp, Guy, Han- 
slap, and Toney on his trappings ; his visor open, the chaplet on his helm enriched with 

earl and precious stones. His opponent was Sir Collard Fynes. At every course he bore 
iim at the point of the lance from his seat. The French spectators thought there was 
some foul play, and exclaimed that the Earl of Warwick was bound to the saddle. He 
instantly corrected this error by dismounting from his horse. The third time victor, he 
ግ ሰመመ” his adversaries with noble gifts, feasted all the company, and returned to 

01818, 

Richard Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, was a very remarkable man. Living in an age 
when personal prowess was regarded as the chief ornament and truest sign of nobility ; 
when men won honours and broad lands by strength and skill of sword and lance, he 
became a renowned warrior in the field, and a gallant and successful champion at the 
tournay. But he was not a mere soldier. Henry the Fifth of England, himself no or- 
dinary king, appointed him to represent English interests at the council of Constance, 
where he acquitted himself as a shrewd diplomatist ; whilst from an illuminated MS. in 
the British Museum, we learn that later in life he turned his attention towards religion, 
nnd became a devotee at the Shrine of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusalem, The Engraving 
prominently displays his triumphant tilt with Sir Collard Fynes in the Court Yard of 
Calais, then in possession of the English king, whilst the accessories of the picture con- 
tribute to heighten our interest in the principal group, and afford a spirited and faithful 
representation of that brilliant feature of the “days of chivalry"—Tur TOURNAMENT.

THE CURRENCY AND THE PEOPLE. 


There is no question that attracts so much attention in 
modern times as the question which has received the popular ap- 
pellation of the Condition of England Question. Before its stern 
requirements, the conflicts of party and the struggles of ambitious 
statesmen, anxious for place, have been forced to give way. Every 
one is conscious that we are all in sad hobble, extrication from 
which is essential to our continuance as the great nation of the 
European commonwealth. 

There is no Jack of zeal on the subject — everybody is full of 
it; and though we may not have been scheming very wisely, it is 
certainly the fact that we have evinced no deficiency in zeal. 
Whilst this zeal lasts, there is much ground for hope, and indeed 
there would be every certainty of its success if, added to this zeal, 


there was a knowledge tempered by discretion. 

We are all anxious, but few well informed. We stumble about 
in the dark, groping for the truth, but rarely do we reach it. ፲፻ 
it were not for this, we should not find so many evils of striking 
magnitude suffered still to exist, and to continue in their per- 
nicious operation. We should not, but for this, see still in exist- 
ence a poor law founded upon principles that contravene the 
maxims of the soundest economy, and violate the rules of the most 
obvious morality. But for this we should not see so large a gap 
interposing between the various classes of society — forbidding 
their harmonious action when that action becomes desirable, and 
inducing an isolation whose social effects are lamentable in the 
extreme. Nor should we see large masses of the people possessed 
of vast physical force remaining in a state of the most dangerous 


ignorance. 
If men, who in heart are philanthropists, were to understand 


the real position of this country, the condition of the working 
classes of England would stand every chance of being bettered. 
Whenever the day comes, as depend upon it the day will come — 
the day so long looked for, so long deferred —which shall see the 
truth dawn on the common mind, we shall then discover that we 
have been for a long time losing ourselves in the mists of error 
and mistake —we shall then see what a position in public opinion 
the selfish money-broker and jobbing capitalist will occupy, al- 
though he has it all his own way for the present. 

We are glad to find that some exertions are making to open the 
eyes of the country in reference to this matter. The Society for 
the Emancipation of Industry relax none of their endeavours to 
liberate the fettered energies of the operative; and some admir- 
able resolutions they passed at their meeting last Tuesday, We 
can promise for them, if they succeed, the noblest of all human 


rewards — the gratitude of a whole people. i 

A meeting of the Society for the Emancipation of Industry was 
held at Exeter Hall on Tuesday, July 1., Andrew Spottiswoode, 
Esq., in the chair, at which the following resolutions were moved 
and carried :— 


Regsorvzr :— 


First,—That this Society cannot refrain from expressing its surprise 
and disappointment at the very unsatisfactory resolutions intro- 
duced by Lord John Russell in the House of Commons on 
the 26th of May, for the professed purpose of ameliorating the 
condition of the working classes of the United Kingdom, and 
of correcting the alarming evil for which his lordship did not ac- 
count, that while “the rich are growing richer, the poor are 
growing poorer ;”— And this meeting considers that no professions 
of sympathy for the distressed condition of the labouring classes 
can avail anything, or be satisfactory to the country at large, so 
long as those (Jaises are compelled to provide for a heavy taxation 
on articles of consumption in a money artificially made scarce —a 
regulation which confers an undue and unnatural advantage upon 
capital over industry. 


Second,—That it is the opinion of this Society that the state of 
actual destitution and suffering under which it is acknowledged the 
labouring classes in this kingdom are now so largely suffering, in 
the midst of superabundant wealth, and the inexhaustible means of 
producing that wealth, is not owing to any fault of their own, nor 
to any express dispensation of Providence, but is attributable to 
injudicious legislation, of which the most striking example is the 
pernicious currency law of 1819 — a measure which Sir James Gra- 
ham truly and emphatically denounced as a “ delusion and a fraud.” 


Third,—That the object of the currency law of 1819 and of the mo- 
netary measures of 1844 and 1345 is to reduce the prices of 
production to the level of gold prices, while the object of corn 
laws, and of all protective laws, is to raise prices above the 
level of gold, in order to compensate for heavy taxation; and 
thus the one object is inconsistent with, and contradictory to, 
the other. — That it is the intention of the Legislature, in levying 
taxes on commodities, to secure that those taxes should be paid by 
the consumers generally in a rise of prices; but the effect of 
the monetary measures before referred to is to prevent a rise of 
prices, and thus to defeat that intention. —'That by these means a 
grievous wrong is inflicted on the producing classes, the effects of 
which are observable in the wide-spread pauperism described by 
Sir James Graham as already amounting in Reactant to full one- 
tenth of the population, and in the alarming depression of the 
prices of agricultural produce, in consequence of which the wages 
of the labourer are reduced to their present low and insuflicieut 
rate. 


Fourth, — That this Society contends that the high scale of indirect 
taxation in this country demands a corresponding scale of prices 
both of labour and of the produce of labour; and that such scale of 
prices is incompatible with the present low fixed price of gold, 
which has the effect, not only of throwing upon the producers the 
burden of that taxation which ought to be paid by the consumers, 
but of perniciously restricting the circulating medium of the coun- 
try, by making it dependent on the quantity of gold in the Bank of 
England. 


Fifth, — That if gold were allowed to find its market price in the 
currency of the country, like all other commodities, and in obe- 
dience to the law of supply and demand, prices in the home 
trade would rise to a remunerating level, without affecting the 


prices of our foreign trade, which are now, and always must be, 
regulated by the market price of gold.—That competition would 
prevent home prices from rising in such a circulating medium 
beyond the level that indirect taxation justified; a level below 
which it is as {unjust to the producer as it is dangerous to 
the public creditor to reduce them.—That the Government money 
(or Exchequer bills) now issued for taxes in a shape and in amounts 
exclusively useful to the monied class, should be issuedin amounts 
convenient for all classes— namely, in notes of one pound and up- 
wards ; that these notes being necessarily confined within the amount 
of annual taxation, would be founded on and represent that property 
which the Government annually draws from the people in taxes, 
and would form the legal-tender money of the nation: — That 
labour would then receive its fair and reasonable reward, while the 
commerce and industry of the country would be freed from their 
present unnecessary and injurious dependence upon foreign ex- 
changes, 


Sixth, — That this Society views with horror the monstrous doce 
trine attributed to Sir Robert Peel in the debate on Mr. Villiers’s 
motion upon the 10th June, that the increasing impoverishment 
of the industrious classes is without remedy ; that * great wealth 
being found side by side with great poverty” is “ inseparable from 
civilisation, and that civilisation in itself increases the tendency in 
a country towards them,” — a doctrine which would consign a lar 
portion of our countrymen to irremediable poverty.— That this 
society is prepared to prove before a committee of either House of 
Parliament that such a social anomaly is mainly attributable to 
mistaken views of the nature and uses of money, and of the laws 
governing the distribution of wealth ; and they cannot but ascribe 
it to the deepest and most deplorable delusion, that in the recent 
discussions on the subject of the Corn Laws and Banking, the Na- 
tional Debt and Taxation, which form essential elements in both 
questions, have been studiously excluded. 


Seventh, — That petitions, representing the substance o 
tions of this meeting, and praying for legislative ም መ tee 
effect of currency on prices, and on the wages of labour, be now 
pretpared and signed by the chairman of the society, and be pre-

At alate meeting of the Diocesan Synod of Edinburgh, on the motion of the 
Rev. J. W. Ferguson, minister of St. Peter’s chapel, Edinburgh, a resolution to 
the following effect was adopted :—That the synod deeply deplore the recent de. 
fections from the church ; appoint a committee to inquire into their causes, with 
the view of restoring to the communion of the church those that have left it; 
and, if possible, to suggest a remedy for preventing further defections, and at the 
same time to preserve due regard to the discipline of the church. 


One of those sudden ace-ssions of fortune that occasionally happen has lately 
occurred to a poor woman, named Caroline Boothby, living in Earl Street, Seven 
Dials, who has been discovered to be the rightful owner of valuable freehold 
property in the neighbourhood of Bethnal Green, and which she will in a short 
time be put in possession of, the estimated value being 30,0007. She was pre- 
viously gaining a precarious living by needle-work, and at times was unable to 
procure the common necessaries of life.

The King of the French has conferred gold medals of the first class on M. Se- 


bastian Cornu and M. Charles Gleyre, both of whom had historical paintings in 
the late exhibition at the Louvre. 


Nearly every species of security, public and private, declined on the Paris 
Bourse on Monday. The fall on the London Stock Exchange on Saturday was 
ascribed by report to political causes; but the continued scarcity of money in 
Paris was said to be the chief agent in producing flatness in the Paris market. 


We understand an erroneous impression prevails in some quarters with regard 
to the fresco exhibition in Westminster Hall, to the effect that the six commis- 
sioned artists whose works are included in the catalogue have been unsuccessful 
in the present competition, because they have gained no premiums. Such, how-’ 
ever, is not the fact. The six artists having been employed at a fixed sum to 
execute the works which they exhibit, were not allowed to be competitors for the 


three prizes of 200/. This is very clearly explained in the original notice issued 
by the commissioners, 


The Duke de Serra de Falco (Prince de St. Pierre), connected with the royal 
household of the King of Naples, arrived on Tuesday morning, with an extensive 
suite, at Mivart’s Hotel, from the continent. 

We regret to hear that Lady Elizabeth de Burgh, eldest daughter of the Mar- 
quis and Marchioness of Clanricarde, met with an accident on Tuesday afternoon, 
by being thrown from her horse while riding on Constitution Hi‘l. It appears 
that her ladyship, in company with Viscount Lascelles, to whom she is about to 
be married, was riding on horseback in the park, and that on reaching Consti- 
tution Hill her horse stumbled and threw her forward on her head. 

On Monday the celebrated pack of fox-hounds, the property of Sir M. W. 
Ridley, which have run for many years in the county of Northumberland, were 
sold by auction at Messrs. Tattersall and Sons, Hyde Park Corner, at which 
there was a large attendance of gentlemen well known to the sporting world. 
There were 42 couples, which were divided into 9 10:5, of 5, 53, and 6 couples 
each. The first lot (5 couples), for which there were several bidders, was bought 
by Mr. 1565 for 100 guineas. 

A parcel of coffee, imported from Madras, the produce of the Mysore district, 
has within these few days been admitted at the low duty of 4d. per lb. “The 
Lords of the Treasury, by an order dated the 13th of June, 1844, on an appli- 
cation from the East India and China Association, respecting the admission of 
sugar and other articles from Mysore, directed that Mysore produce, being 
legally admissible as such, should be admitted as the produce of Madras, and 
siace that period goods imported direct from Madras, and certified by a number 


| of respectable brokers, judges of the article, as being the produce of the Mysore 


district, have been delivered as the produce of the former place. 


On Monday a seizure of casks, which contained 20010. of cigars and cheroots, 
was made on board a vessel at Brewer’s Quay, Lower ‘Thames Street, by an 
officer named Kirgman. ‘The vessel had just arrived frem Holland with a cargo 
of butter, cheese, and other goods, and seven beer casks, which were directed to 
“ Brewer's wharf—to ba left till called for,” aud were about to be Janded as 
empty casks in the usual manner, when the revenue officer, Kirgman, having a 
suspicion of something wrong, took off the head of one of the casks, and it ap- 
peared at the first glance to be quite empty, but on a closer inspection he found 
the barrel was lined with a tin case of the same shape, and between that and the 
barrel itself the cigars and chercots were concealed. 


On Tuesday, Mr. Bedford held an inquest at the Red Lion, Princes Street, 
Westminster, on the body of Charles Yewen, aged 35, a cabinet-maker, who was 
killed by falling into the machinery of the Eclipse, Richmond steam-boat. 


It is in contemplation to erect a steam-boat pier at Wapping, near the Tunnel, 


where all the vessels of the various steam-boat companies may receive equal ac- 
commodation. 


The committee of the baths and wash-houses for the poor have nearly con- 
cluded the purchase of a site for the first model establishment on the north side 
of Whitechapel, between the new street and Aldgate Church. A working model 


of the selected design has been prepared, and will be shortly submitted to the 
subscribers. 


The steamers from Rotterdam, Belgium, and France have again this week 
brought large quantities of cattle, poultry, and every description of produce for 
consumption in this country, and also a great variety of fresh fruit. The Bata- 
vier steam-ship brought 600 packages of cherries from Rotterdam on Thursday; 
and the Rainbow, on the same day, from Havre, had, besides a variety of other 


articles, upwards of 1300 packages of fruit of fine quality, and in excellent 
condition. 


Mrs. remy, manageress of the Bristol Theatre, has also become lessee of 
that of Bath. The seasons, as was the case many years since, will be concurrent, 
the company playing in the two cities on alternate nights. 


The Marquis and Marchioness of Normanby are on the eve of quitting this 
country for the continent, and contemplate travelling abroad for a lengthened 
period. It is said that they purpose being absent from England two years. 


The Rev. Dr. Wolff continues much indisposed from the effects of his perilous 
mission to Bokhara. We lately stated that ከ. had suffered much through swell- 
ings in his feet, occasioned by the worm called riskta, the nature of which we 
described. Latterly his right hand has been disavled by a most painful swelling 
in the wrist. Fortunately Sir Benjamin Brodie called upon the doctor, and 
opened the wrist where it was most affected, when a long Bokhara worm made 


its appearance, which Sir Benjamin extracted by winding it around a piece of 
paper.—Slandard. 


Her Majesty, through Sir Robert Peel, has communicated to the Hon. Colonel 
Trevor her desire to subscribe the sum of 210/. to the fund for the erecting of a 
monument to the late gallant General Sir William Nott, G.C.B. With this ad- 
dition, the sum already subscribed approaches 10002. 


It may be mentioned, as illustrative of the great amount of business done in 
railway shares in Wakefield, that there are no less than nine share-brokers in 
that town, exclusive of others who occasionally come from Leeds. “There are 
two expresses daily to and from Leeds — one of them employed solely by one 
broker, the other by an association. 


On Tuesday the Lords of the Admiralty, together with Captain Hamilton, 
their secretary, Sir F. Collier, Lord Adolphus Fitzclarence, and a distinguished 
arty, inspected her Majesty’s new state yacht, the Fairy, now lying in the East 
ndia Dock, where she bas been for some time past completing her fittings, pre- 
paratory to her Majesty’s proposed continental trip. 


A letter from Munich states, that there is now being cast in bronze, at the 
royal foundry of that city, the s‘atue of the English statesman, William Huskis- 
son, which is to be erected at Liverpool. he model is from the hand of a young 
English sculptor, Mr. Gypson, now at Rome. 


The opening of the Eastern Counties and Norwich and Brandon lines, which 
was fixed for the 5th, is put off until the 9th. 


The line of railway from Cambridge to Ely will be opened on the 9th instant. 
On Tuesday an experimental trial was made in asingle carriage down that part 
of the line, and everything proved very satisfactory. 


The “ Morning Post” says :—“ We believe that the only instance of the views 
of the Board of Trade having been adopted by the House of Commons’ coms 
mittees is that of the Leeds and West Riding. Curious to relate, the latter was 
rejected by a committee of the House of Lords.” 


The Russian Government has thrown open the markets of that country for a 
twelvemonth, and it is said that the English refiners are preparing " refined 
goods”’—that is, sugars—for that market with so much vigour, that they will be 


able to send in a supply for two or three years. This is one cause of the present 
activity of the sugar refining trade, 


We understand that the Chinese sugars imported into London were very much 
better than the samples shown in Liverpool, and that there is a prospect of a 
considerable trade in sugar with the Chinese empire. 


The floor of the petty ses‘ions house at Mullinahone gave way on Friday, 
wi ከ about 500 persons. The fall was so sudden, that many were seriously in- 
jured, several arms, legs, and thighs being broken.

ACCIDENT aT THE GENERAL Post Orricr.—On Tuesday evening Mr. Joseph 
Payne held an inquest at St. Bartholomew’s Hospital, on the body of ‘Thomas 
Eldridge, aged 45, a painter, employed during the alterations in the Post Office. 
Thomas Fisher, a messenger in the General Post Office, said that about a month 
or five weeks since he was in the secretary’s office, and the deceased in an ad- 
joining room, which he was painting, when all of a sudden he heard a heavy fall, 
and upon proceeding to the next room he found deceased lying on the floor under 
a ladder. He asked him whether he had hurt himself, and he replied that he 
was afraid he had fractured his thigh. There was a mark on the wall which in- 
dicated that the ladder had slipped whilst deceased was standing upon it. A 
litter having been made out of some boards, on which deceased was placed, and 
carried to the above institution. Thomas Maitland, a painter, said that he con- 
sidered the occurrence arose from the ladder having slipped over the oak floor, 
whilst deceased was on it. He considered the practice of standing on ladders 
without a protection at the bottom, highly dangerous. Mr. C. H. Moore, house- 
surgeon, said deceased was admitted on the 19:h May, with a fracture of the left 
thigh. He went on very well for the first three weeks, but his health got bad, 
and he died on Sunday last, from a complication of internal diseases, accelerated 
by the injury he had received. Verdict, “ Natural death, accelerated by the fall.” 

THE PRIVILEGE OF THE HoUsE OF Commons Question.— Howarp v. Gos- 
sett, KNT. — Up to the present time no steps have been taken on the part of the 
solicitor for Sir William Gossett, the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Heuse of Com- 
mons, the nominal defendant, in fact, in this action, to issue and obtain the al- 
lowance of a writ’of error for the reversal of the judgment of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, upon the demurrer in this case, notwithstanding the resolution 
of the House on Thursday last, passed by a majority of 34, the numbers being, in 
favour of the resolution 82, and against it 48. {On inquiry it appears that some 
doubt and difficulty exists whether, notwithstanding the resolution of the House, 
the writ, if issued and allowed, can be available, ia consequence of the proceed- 
ings after the judgment] on the demurrer having been allowed to goon to trial, 
judgment, and execution issued and levied, ana the judgment by payment of the 
amount of the levy satisfied ; as the writ of error, according to the practice of the 
courts, ought to have been issued before. Atall events, if the writ issues, a ree 
versal of the judgment only could be obtained on record, the plaintiff quietly 
keeping the amount of his verdict and costs in his pocket. 

Discovery oF THREE SKELETONS CLOSE TO THE HOME PARK, WINDSOR, — 
The workmen in the employ of Mr. Stacey, the contractor for constructing an 
xte nsive drain, to proceed from the cavalry barracks at Spittal, crossing the 
Sheet Street Road and the Home Park, to the Thames below Datchet Bridge, 
discovered on ‘Tuesday evening, while excavating the ground on the Frogmore 
Road, and within six or eight feet of the park wall three skeletons of apparently 
full-grown persons, lying buried between three and four feet beneath the surface 
of the pathway. The bones, although blackened by age, were perfectly firm and 
hard, The teeth of one were quite perfect. The bodies had been buried with 
the heads towards the west, and were lying in a straight line, extending fifteen 
or sixteen feet in leng:h. The authorities of the borough were informed of this 
extraordinary discovery, and it was expected that some steps would be taken in 
the matter. When the workmen resumed their labours on Wednesday morning, 
no orders having been issued on the subject, the bones were dug out, piecemeal, 
by means of pick-axes and spades, and thrown on one side with the rest of the 
soil. Close to the spot where they were found formerly stood an old shed (with 
bricked sides and a tiled roof) of considerable extent, used for stowing away 


| hurdles and straw by persons connected with the crown property. This shed 


was taken down about thirty years ago. Nearly opposite ts the building (now 
converted into dwelling houses) which was used as the dog kennel of the Duke 
of Cumberland, the second son of George 11., about acentury since. There is 
no doubt there are more skeletons deposited close to the same spot, for in 
digging, on Tuesday evening, by the side of the excavation, a skull was disco- 
vered belonging to a body buried under the earth, which was n-t required to be 
removed for the construction of the drain, and this was cut off by a spade, and 
no further examination made as to the remainder of the skeleton, No traces of 
any coffins were found, and there appears to be very little doubt that some foul 
murders must have been committed.

WEST INDIES, 


The Royal Mail Steam-packet Company's ship ,Medway, Captain Andrews, 
arrived at Southampton at eleven o’clovk on Thursday evening,-after a voyage of 
thirteen days, from Bermuda. 

She brings ninety-four passengers and the usual mails. Her dates are as 
follows: — Vera Cruz, June 1; Havannah, June 10; Jamaica, June 8; Deme- 
rara, June 4; Barbadoes, June 8; Grenada, June 10; Bermuda, June 20; and 
Antigua, June 11. She also brings the following on freight: — 1,238,406 dollars, 
3000 oz. of silver, 1018 oz. of gold and gold dust, 338 serens of cochineal, 246 
dozen of pines, 40 turtles, 20 cases of vanilla, and 25 bales of jalap. 

Two hundred and fourteen Coolies, five having died, arrived at Trinidad 
shortly before the Medway left, in the Fatel Rosack, ninety-eight days, from Cal- 
cutta. The arrival gave ይገል ፍመ” to the agriculturalists. The troops 
appear to be healthy at all the islands.

The Salic law, which excludes females from enjoying the privileges of 
royalty, has been a prolific source of disputes in the succession to various 
European crowns. e know from our own history that the claims of our En- 
glish sovereigns to the throne of France resulted from the diversity of opinions 
amongst publicists as to the precise bearing of that law. 

It is, however, perfectly clear, that whatever construction might be put upon 
that law, it was no law of Spain ; in fact, no law operating in Spain at all, ex- 
cept so far as it was a law personal, as the phrase is, to the Bourbon family, one 
branch of which, descendants of the Duc d'Anjou, grandson of Louis XIV., have 
for more than a hundred years filled the Spanish throne. It pleased Ferdinand 
VII., the last king, to abrogate this family law; and his abrogation was con- 
firmed by the constitutional representatives of the Spanish people recognising as 
heir his daughter Isabella. Don Carlos, brother to the king, not having been a 
party to the abrogation, considered it for that reason invalid, and upon Ferdi- 
nand’s death asserted his claim to the Spanish throne by arms.

5108 House.—Ropsery 8ኛ News Boys.—A regular system of plunder has 
ben foe Bi time carried on by boys employed by news agents against their 
masters, through various kinds of forgeries, and it has been discovered that the 
delinquents actually kept books detailing the particulars of their accounts with 
each other, from which it was evident their profits were very considerable. A 
lad named Thomas King was brought before the Lord Mayor upon the charge of 
having, in one case by himself, and in other cases with the assistance of other 
lads, plundered his employers, Messrs. Simmonds and Ward, of Cornhill, news 
agents, by means of forged tickets and orders. Mr. Simmonds stated that he sent 
the prisoner, who was errand-boy to the firm, to the office of the “ Times” news- 
paper to pay for theinsertion of an advertisement, and he afterwards ascertained 
that the boy had altered the ticket to a larger amount than had been paid. 
Charles Pierre Robert, clerk to Messrs. Simmonds and Ward, deposed, that on 
Tuesday week, the 17th inst., he gave the prisoner 4/. to get an advertisement 
inserted in the “ Times.” The prisoner went away, and upon his return said 
the charge would be 6/., and witness handed him the X. extra. The prisoner 
brought back a ticket from the otlice of the '* Times,” charging 5/. 10s., and re- 
turned to witness 10s. Mr. Robert Cannon, of the “ Times” office, deposed that 
the ticket produced had been given by him, but had been originally for 54. 
Tickets of the kind were given as receipts. The present ticket had been altered 
from 5l. to 5d. 10s. He had no recollection from whom he had received the 
money, but he certainly received no more than 5}. It was stated that the addi- 
tion had been made with red ink to correspond with Mr. Cannon’s writing on 
the ticket, but that the forger having used a dirty steel pen, the figure 10 fo!low- 
ing the 5 turned quite black, and thus made the forgery quite palpable. Henry 
Lowden, another errand-boy to the prosecutors, was subsequently put to the bar, 
together with Thomas King,’the former prisoner, Mr Simmonds stated that 
in this case one of the prisoners had received a number of copies of a newspaper 
by means of a forged order, and sold them at a reduced price. The firm, he said, 
had a large foreign connection, but no London business of the kind. C.P. 
Robert said he was accustomed to give orders similar to an order produced to 
the following effect : — DREN 

“ Please to give the bearer four quires of (ከፀ “ Pictorial Times” for Simmonds 
and Ward.—C. P. R. 

* June 21, --45,” ና 
Neither that order, nor another of the same description, was in his handwriting. 
One of them he believed to be in the handwriting of the prisoner Lowden, and 
the other in the handwriting of another boy whom the firm knew. Stephen 
Anderson, a boy in the employment of Mr. Sawyer, of Pope’s Head All- y, news- 

per agent, stated that on Saturday he received the money from Mr. Sawyer to 
buy a quire of the ** Pictorial Times,” and as he went along he met the prisoner 
Kingin St. Paul's Churchyard, who asked him where he was going. When wit- 
ness mentioned, King offered him a quire cheap, and witness gave him 14. Is. 6d., 
the full price; whereupon he gave to witness 130. for himself. Witness carried 
the quire to his employer's office. King mentioned to witness as a cause for sell- 
ing the papers, that he had paid some over money at his office, and they would 
not pay ከ again, and he had bought the quire to take itout. Mr. Ward, the 
partner of Mr. Simmonds, stated that the prisoner King admitted that he had 
sold the quire of the “ Pictorial Times” to the last witness, but he could not ac- 
count for the manner in which he had become possessed of the copies. Mr. 
Simmonds stated that the forged request or order produced, dated the 23d of 
May, was in the handwriting of the prisoner King, and C. P. Robert also identi- 
fied the handwriting of King on the order, and said that he had not authorised 
King to write the order. 

On Friday another of the boys employed by newspaper agents was taken into 
custody, and brought before the Lord Mayor. Mr. Simmonds stated that the 
prisoner had been in his employment, and he produced a forged request in the 

risoner’s writing for two quires of “ Pictorial Times.” The Lord Mayor’said 

e was happy to see that the detection of so nefarious a system of robbery had 
taken place, and directed that all the prisoners should be brought before him on 
Monday. 

Accordingly, on Monday, the’three lads, King, Lowden, and Courtney, were 
brought up for final examination. The first new case entered into was one 
against Courtenay, in which that prisoner was charged with having obtained at 
the office of the “ Pictorial Times ” two quires of copies of that paper upon a 
forged order. The clerk who served out the papers knew that the party to 
whom ከፀ had delivered them belonged to Mr. Simmonds’s establishment, but 
owing to the immense demand for the “ Waterloo number ” of the paper, did 
not know which of the bays was the person. It was stated that the forgery could 
be regularly brought home to the prisoner, Mr. Simmonds: We have here a 
great number of cases. The prisoners had been for some time making the ex- 

riments upon small numbers of papers, but they at length began to try their 
ከ6646 at quires, and such is the nature of our business, that we cannot produce 
evidence to convict upon the majority of instances. ‘The Lord Mayor said that 
Mr. Simmonds’s best course would be to select two cases upon which to try 
each of the prisoners. Jeremiah ‘Sullivan, a boy employed by Mr. Chapman, 
newspaper agent, Lombard Strect, stated that his master had sent him at half- 

ast eight o'clock on Saturday morning, the 31st May, for eighteen copies of the 
* Pictorial Times.” As he was going thither, the prisoner King asked him where 
he was going, and then offered to sell him eighteen copies. Witness gave King 
Js. 2d., the full price of the papers, and King handed to him 2d. for himself.

THE SABRE DUEL. 


The Hieb comment, or code of laws relating to duelling, 18 one of the first 
studies, and a thorough knowledge of it considered one,of the most essential 
acquirements of a Corps Bursch. The corps-duels are Mmited bays? to 
twenty-four rounds —six blutize (wounds) —or consist of one gang, that lasts 
for a quarter of an hour. In these the combatants are protected from the 
stomach downwards by an impregnable leathern coat of mail; the sword-arm, as 
far as the e'bow, similarly bandaged, by what are called Aschel-kndten. The 
Pauk cap is thicker and has a stronger and stiffer poke than the ordinary one, 
and the neck is enveloped 19 a many-folded cravat, so that the only parts assail- 
able are the face, head, breast, and shoulders, and'thus the loss of an eye, or 
nose, or trepanning, are among the gravest accidents that can occur. Buta 
duel with sabres or schlagers (the schlager is a still more deadly weapon, for the 
thinness and sharpness of the blade renders it more dificult to parry the blows) 
being fought without bandages, is always attended with serious danger. The 
choice of seconds is a matter of great importance, for it Is their duty to spring in 
and terminate the round when their friend has been hit, his cap struck off, 
sabre bent or broken, or to check Aolzing, or cudgelling, as it is called — a repe- 
tition of blows. These are mere matters of business. 1 will proceed, then, to 
say, that the Holsteiner was first on the ground; Shreikenberger did not keep 
him long waiting. ‘They soon stripped themselves to their shirts, and with no 
other guard or defence but a silk handkerchief round the right hand, and the 
handle of the sabre twisted about with another, stepped into the mensur, or, as 
the pugilists say, “came to the scratch.” ‘The seconds, sword in hand, posted 
themselves crosswise, so that, with their two principals, they formed a square ; 
the umpire, or unparterische, standing a little out of it, the doctor sitting on the 
ground and getting ready his instruments. Everything thus arranged in due 
form, the second of the Holsteiner, for he was the challenger, gave the word — 
Auf der mnsur. The answer was, The ground is taken up. Bind your 
weapon. Grbunden ist was the reply. Whereupon the first second gave the 
signal, by the word Lös, for the onset. . . . . They did set to in earnest: their 
blades whistied as they cleft the air. Blows were aimed and partied ; one or 
two given and received, but they fell flat. The seconds interposed. The next 
rounds came off with similar results. The combatants became more cool aud 
careful. Blood, but from mere scratches, was drawn. The succeeding gang 
was destined to terminate the conflict; for the Holsteiner was struck sharply in 
the neck, staggered back some paces, and fell, and Shreikenberger sunk doubled 

round, having received at the same moment a g:iding stroke, that 
laid open fis abdomen a foot in length, dangerously injuring several blood- 
vessels and intestines. The Pauk doctor, who had himself been a student at 
Jena, an old practitioner, ran from one to the other, irresolute whose wounds 
first to dress. Both seemed equally to demand his aid; both were fast bleeding 
life away, and lying senseless in the arms of their friends. At length, however, 
as well as the urgency for dispatch admitted, the wounds were sewn and bound 
up, and a studio dispatched post haste to Jena to bring further surgical assist- 
ance. The Holsteiner first came to himself, and when he saw the desperate 
situation of Shreikenberger resolved upon immediate flight. His second bore him 
to one of the carriages waiting at the entrance of the pass, and got him clear 
away before the arrival of the Pedel. But his wound opened by the shaking of 
the vehicle. It was out of the question to think of travelling further than the 
nearest village. There they left him, and I shall merely add that under skilful 
attendance he was soon declared out of danger. Not thus with the unfortunate 
Shreikenberger. The surgeons at their consultation declared that nothing but 
great care, quiet, and strict attention could give him a chance of his life. 
Watchers were, as usual, appointed by the corps te tend him; but so many, 
often to the number of ten or twelve at the same time, night and day, took upon 
them this office, that, instead of being of use to the patient, they only broke his 
rest, and consequently added to his fever. Meanwhile at the inn at ኢዐ!8ርከ3ክ, 
where he lay, there was a going and coming —a continual arrival and departure 
of carriages and horsemen from Jena—a Commersiren and Suttisiren, and 
eating, and drinking, and singing, not as if a dying man was concerned, but a 
marriage or christening takeni place. Many of the Commenden came without 
money, but were not the less hungry and thirsty on that account. All was put 
down to Shreikeuberger’s reckoning. The wounded man was a sufficient surety 
to the host, more especially as he was likely never to depart alive, or at least was 
in no condition to run away from his creditor. Notwithstanding, however, all 
this noise and confusion, the strength of Shreikenberger’s constitution was 
such that hopes began to be entertained of his recovery. At this pericd a letter 
with a black seal was forwarded to Kétschan from Jena, and without reflection 
on the part of his watchers, shown to him to whom it was directed. Shreiken- 
berger earnestly desired to have and read it, and as he was going on satisfactory 
his friends imprudently yielded to his request. The patient broke the ominous 
seal, read the contents of the letter, and in frantic emotion tore the bandages off 
h‘s wound, and sank senseless on the couch. Horror seized his watchers — they 
endeavoured to staunch the fresh bleeding, and dispatched an instant messenger 
to Jena. The surgeon came —redressed his wound; but in vain — at the ex- 
piration of two dayı he was no more,

“The letter was the occasion cf that frantic 
act ‘and the immediate cause of his death, though his recovery was otherwise but 
problematical. That fatal letter came from his mother, and announced to him 
the loss of her son, who had been killed in a pistol duel by a brother officer at 
Copenhagen. It contained the most pressing entreaties on her part, that he, on 
whom now the inheritance had devolved— he who was become the sole prop of 
her declining years — wou!d, by his duty to his lost father — out of gratitude, if 
not aff. ction, to herself—in mercy for her bereavement of her child—and in 
pity for his broken-hearted sister, abstain from duelling. All too late came the 
injunction. Wounded as he thought himself to the death, or despairing of his 
ultimate restoration to health—driven to madness by the thought of his mother’s 
anguish — the loss of his brother, whom he dearly loved 2 tortured by the com- 
appeal of conscience — a prey to suffering too great for endurance, the ill- 
ated Shreikenberger, in the agony of his soul, laid violent hands on himself, and 
died a self-murderer,

| command, he had, if we may believe ከ15 panegyrist Ledyard, signed a letter, 


along with several other peers, addressed to the Prince of Orange, inviting him 
to come over, and had actually concluded with Major-General Kirk, who com- 
manded at Axminster, a convention, for the seizure of the king, and giving him 
up to his hostile son in-law. James was secretly warned that Churchill was 
about to betray him, but he refused to believe it of one from whom he had 
hitherto experienced such devotion, and was only wakened from his dream of se- 
curity by learning that his favourite had gone over with the five thousand men 
whom he commanded to the Prince of Orange. Not content with this, it was 
Churchill's influence, joined to that of his wife, which is said to have induced 
James's own daughter, the Princess Anne, and Prince George of Denmark, to 
detach themselves from the cause of the falling monarch; and drew from that 
unhappy sovereign the mournful exclamation, ** My God ! my very children hare 
forsaken me.” In what does this conduct differ from that of Labedoyere, who, 
at the head of the garrison of Grenoble, deserted to Napoleon when sent out to 
oppose him ? — or Lavalette, who “apak: his influence, as postmaster under 
Louis X VIII., to forward the imperial conspiracy ?—or Marshal Ney, who, after 
promising at the court of the Tuileries to bring the ex-emperor back in an iron 
cage, no sooner reached the royal camp at Melun, than he issued a proclamation 
calling onthe troops to desert the Bourbons, and mount the tricolor cockade ? 
Nay, is not Churchill's conduct, in a moral point of view, worse than that of 
Ney ; for the latter abandoned the trust reposed in him by a new master, forced 
upon an unwilling nation, to rejoin his old benefactor and companion in arms; 
but the former abandoned the trust reposed in him by his old master and bene. 
factor, to range himself under the banner of a competitor for the throne, to whom 
he was bound neither by duty nor obligation. And yet such is often the inequality 
of crimes and punishments in this world, that Churchill was raised to the pin- 
nacle of greatness by the very conduct which consigned Ney, with justice, so far 
as his conduct is concerned, to an ignominious death.

History forgets its first and noblest duty when it fails, by its distribution of 
praise and blame, to counterbalance, so far as its verdict can, this inequality, 
which, for inscrutable but doubtless wise purposes, Providence has በፍ ተከ A 
this transient scene.

vit is usual to call Aden the crater of an extinct volcano, and in ordinary con. 
oersation the term is applicable enough, and sufficiently expresses the character 
af this locality. Strictly speaking, however, it is not the crater, but the ruins 

Itogether of a volcano. During its active state, the expansion of gases and 
vapour appears to have completely excavated the interior, leaving no sufficient 
support for the summits and sides, and which, therefore, on some occasion, pros 
bably the occurrence of an 2 hee subsided, jleaving the lower portions of its 
outer parietes only standing. It is not unlikely that the gap on the south 
eastern aspect was formed at the same time, and a usual phenomenon on such a 
convulsion, the rising of the sea, by rushing into the now exposed interior, and 
again retiring, would account for those evidences of aqueous action observed in 
the level character of the plain which has resulted from these cccurrences. 
What strengthens this view of the geological formation of Aden is, the circum-, 
stance of a portion of the original crater, composed of volcanic sand and pumice 
mixed with cellular lava, forming a kind of plateau intermediate between the 
plain on which the town stands and Jebel Shumshan, clearly proving by its cha- 
racter and situation that it has subsided from a former elevation, considerably 
exceeding that of the heights which now overlook it. Since the English have 
taken possession of Aden, a new road has been made leading from the north pass 
into the town. It runs along the base of that part of the ridge which looks 
towards the mainland of Arabia. On our right hand, as we proceeded along 
this road, lay the cantonmeuts of a native regiment, in double parallel lines of 
low mat houses, at the further end of which was a square, surrounded by larger 
and more commodiows dwellings, occupied principally dy the European officers. 
In the vacant area of the square it is usu:l to hold military parades, and perform 
regimental exercises. The cantonments lie between the new road and another 
which skirts the base of Jebel Shumshan, and which conducts to several wells, 
that at considerable depths supply the inhabitants with the sweetest water.

The 
doctor, from a careful examination of the geographical relation of the fishes at 
resent known, has been led to the conclusion,,t lat a continuous coast, or a chain 
of islands, having an east and west direction, tends in a remarkable degree to 
promote the range of a species or a group of species. ‘Thus, in taking the inter- 
tropical zone of the ocean, he has found many fish common to the coasts of 
Madagascar, the Mauritius, the Red Sea, the Indian Ocean, the southern parts 
of China, the archipelago of Malay, the north coasts of Australia, Polynesia, &c. 
This conjecture is of great practical value, as, if true, it is calculated very 
greatly to aid the fisherman in what may too often be called his * voyages of

On the generic forms of its freshwater fish, China agrees closely with the 
Indian peninsula, ‘The doctor concluded his important communications by 
stating, that if the above tracts of’sea could be suddenly elevated, we should find 
scattered over its surface the remains of fish bearing a strong resemblance to 
each other, the species frequenting a peculiar locality being few, and their differ- 


ences unimportant.

instantly evaporated. The same phenomenon was observable in ammonia, 
iodine, and oiher substances. The iodine experiment was attended with the 
most remarkable and beautiful results; so long as it remained in tne heat, no 
vapour or smell was emitted; but upon being removed from the lamp and placed 
upon a cold vessel, the heat gradually decreasing, the fine purple vapour of the 
evaporating iodine rose in elegant columnar wreaths, and spread itself over the 
room. The almost contradictory circumstance of inflammable bodies becoming 
incombustible when subjected to a great heat, but ignitingas they grow gradually 
cooler, was also beautifully illustrated. The professor next heated a silver 
weight, which was attached by a wire to a stand, until it was of a white heat, and 
then lowered it into a glass of cold water, without there being the smallest ip: 
pearance of disturbance, until the weight, having lost a portion of its caloric, 
communicaed its heat to the water, which at once boiled violently and evapo- 
rated. 

The facts he derived from these experiments he considered to be of great im- 
portance in the tempering of metals, and also in furnishing a clue to the causes 
of explosion in the bursting of steam-engine boilers. He entered largely into the 
particulars of the principle on which the metals for boilers should be tempered, 
and concluded by hoping that the attention of scientific men would be turned 
more effectually to the prevention of those melancholy accidents which are fre- 
quently the result of ignorance of the capabilities of the metal. 

The chef d'œuvre of the professor's experiment, however, and jthe one which 
called forth unbounded applause from a crowded audience, was the formation of 
ice in a red-hot vessel. This experiment was so simple, and so quickly done, 
that the observers, although every eye was steadily fixed upon the movements of 
the operator, were taken by surprise when the mass of ice was formed, and held 
up to their wondering admiration. This phenomenon was produced in the fol. 
lowing manner :—The operator having heated a platinum can over a powerful 
spirit lamp till it attained a white heat, poured into it a small quantity of cold 
water, which instantly assumed a spheroidal form. He then mixed with it a 
small quantity of sulphuric acid, which was followed by a suddèn and instanta- 
neous evaporation. He then removed the cup with a pair of forceps, when, on 
its being turned over, a mass of solid ice dropped from it, which was handed

There is also a recent invention, which it is said cost the proprietor 10007. before 
he brought it to its present perfection; it has not yet received publicity: It is 
called the “ Patent Balconian Safety Fire Escape Ladder,” by Messrs. Winter, 
101. Wardour Street. ‘The figure represents a perspective view of the machine, 
which consists of a compound or double ladder, which possesses a means of ex- 
tension by the application of a smaller and supplementary ladder, which has its 
point of support in a travelling balcony or gallery. This gallery is also itself 
supplementary to a second and lower balcony or gallery; the two balconies are 
firmly connected together, and travel upon the ladder with great facility by 
means of light metal rollers, which are set upon them as points of support and at- 
tachment. The motion of these balconies is regulated by the halliards shown 
in the view: these are worked by a cylindrical drum, the operation of which is 
conducted by a man stationed at a winch, on the axle of which the drum is fixed. 
The whole of the machine has the means of locomotion on travelling carriage, 
which is governed by guiding handles. We have to thank the proprietor for 
supplying us with a drawing, from which our engraving has been taken. 

n addition to these, Mr ‘'homas Bayliss, of 273. Strand, has brought into use 
a chain fire-escape, which may be kept under a bed or a dressing table in a small 
box. Mr. Bayliss says, “ persons may not only descend, but others may ascend 
to render assistance without opening the street door or windows below; 
and the chain has this peculiar advantage, that it can be used in places out of 
the reach of any sort of fire-ladder.” 11 may generally be seen hanging in front 
of Mr. Basliss’s house. George Cruikshank, in his ** Table Book,” has called 
attention to the sacrifice of life by fire, and he has recommended 8 continuous 
balcony erected in front of the upper windows of every dwelling ; and where the 
houses were of different altitudes, to,erect *" fire galleries,” made in the form of 
a balcony, but having iron shutters between each window, in order that persons 
seeking refuge might be protected from danger should any flames issue from the 
adjoining windows. Ten or twelve persons might remain uninjured for a Jength 
of time in one of these fire- galleries, or until such time as the fire ladders could 
be brought to their rescue.” We are most happy to find that the melancholy 
accidents which have occurred from conflagrations, are exciting a popular spirit 
to prevent their recurrence.
